When you realize the power for 
good by living up to our motto 
for “Home and Country,’ by 
beginning in the home and child 
welfare is one of the things we 
must work for, and we must 
begin at the beginning with the 
babies, and give then: health, 
and as they grow sec that they 
are taught right from wrong, 
whilst the mother is the only 
teacher, Young mothers some- 
times do not realize this, and 
think it makes a child look 
smart, answering their parents 
back, but they do not realize 
how small it makes she parent 
look that allows it. If a child 
is not taught to be obedient at 
home, how can we expect them 
to obey the laws of the country 
when they leave hone. We 
must not leave the training of 
manners and the leaching of 
the bible to the school teachers ; 
that should be done before the 
child goes to schcol. One of 
its earliest lessons should be 
to say its prayers and be taughi 
obedience. One great object 
ot the Institutes should be to 
help our country. We do not 
realize that other nationalities 
do not see Canadianization in 
the same light as ourselves, 
and until we realize we are one 
Empire there will be work: for 
our Women’s Institutes in 
struggling for the best im- 
migrants, those who will make 
true Canadians. 


As Mrs. Alock’s term as Dis- 
trict Director will soon expire, 
this is her last Constituency 
Conference, and in closing her 
address, she said: In giving 
up my office as director, I wish 
all Institutes and all members 
the best of luck and hope that 
my successor will bring new 
efforts, new ideas and new 
ideals. I am often asked if I 
think there is a danger of the 
older Institutes getting stale 
and losing interest, but I be- 
lieve there has never been a 
time when there has been more 
opportunity for useful work 
than there is at the present 
t me.

London, Sept. 30.—(A.P.)— 
Frederick Edlin Smith, the 
first Earl of Birkenhead, stat- 
esman, died just before noon 
today after an extended illness 
with a bronchial ailment. He 
was 58 vears old. 

His crowded political life in- 
cluded a role as prosecutor of 
Sir Roger Casement, Irish lead- 
er, who was hanged after con- 
viction for treason. Lord Birk- 
enhead held the position of 
high chancellor of Great Brit- 
ain at one time and was also 
secretary of state for India at 
one time. 

Lord Birkenhead had been 
ill for several months with a 
lung congestion, and several 
times recently has been near 
death. He suffered a serious re- 
lapse and recurrence of the

Bulbs 

This is the last chance to 
make sure of a fine display of 
lowers from bulbs next spring. 
Tulips, Jonquils, Daffodils, 
Snowdrops and Crocuses 
should be secured immediately 
and planted so that they will 
be able to establish themselves 
before winter sets in, and be 
all ready to spring into flower 


shortly after the snow disap- 
pears seven months hence. 
!Many kinds of these spring 


bulbs are well adapted for 
planting in the grass along the 
driveway or walks, or here and 
there through the lawn. Some 
people make a_ practice of 
throwing the very early spring 
bulbs over their shoulder on to 
the lawn, and of planting 
wherever they fall. A hole is 
dug with a trowel and about 
two inches of good soil placed 
in the bottom and the bulb 
planted a depth of about twice 
its diameter. The larger bulbs 
make a better showing when 
placed in clumps of from half 
a dozen to twenty-five and 
planted in the perennial bed or 
in borders. There are many 
varieties of tulips, particular- 
ly, and these bloom at different 
periods, so that if a proper se- 
lection is made a steady  sup- 
ply of flowers can be had from 
early spring until June. 
Outdoor Planting 

It is a simple matter to have 
a brilliant display of blooms a 
few weeks after the snow dis- 
appears. To yet this secure 
bulbs now and plant outside. 
These bulbs are imported by 
the seedsmen from Holland, 
where they were grown — this 
year, and in which the flower 
for next year is already form- 
ed, On this account it is advis- 
able to get the largest size 
bulbs, which naturally contain 
the largest flowers, and from 
which fewer ‘misses” in bloom 
will be experienced. The bulbs 
are planted outside in Septem-! 
ber, where they will develop 
root growth before the freeze- 
up and be in a good position to 
spring forth just as soon as 
the snow disappears in the 
spring. Snowdrops will bloom 
as soon as the snow is gone and 
these are followed in rapid suc- 
cession by scillas, crocuses, 
grape and Dutch hyacinth, nar-

and later sorts. By selecting 
varieties carefully, and keep-, 
ing in mind the time of bloom- 
ing, there will be some flower- 
ing by the bulbs from early in 
April until almost July. Tulips, 
narcissus and hyacinths 


should be planted from four to! 


six inches deep and about the 
same distance apart, while the 
smaller bulbs should be plant- 
ed about two inches apart and 
about two inches deep. In very 
heavy soil the shallower plant- 
ing should be followed. 

For Winter Bloom Indoor 

Planting 

This is also the time to plant 
those bulbs which one wishes 
to have bloom indoors from 
late November until March. 
This is a simple form of gard- 
ening, and practically all of the 
ordinary spring bulbs, such as 
narcissus, hyacinths, Chinese 
lillies, tulips, freesias,  scillas 
and daffodils can eaily be 
grown indoors in soil, water or 


fibre. The latter substance, 
which can be bought at any 
seed store, along with the 


bulbs, is the cleanest to handle, 
can be used over and over a- 
gain and usually gives gener- 
ally satisfactory results. With 
the exception of the Chinese 
Lily, which is planted almost 
on ser of the soil, fibre or 
gravel, the bulbs should” be 
planted in pots deep enough so 
that only the tip shows above 
the surface, Water lightly and 
place in some dark, cold corner 
where the temperature can be 
kept well below 50 degrees, if 
possible. The narcissus will 
bloom in about six to eight 
weeks, while the hyacinths, 
tulips and = daffodils will not 
come on for twor or three 
months. By planting in succes- 
sion, particularly with the nar- 
cissus, two or three crops can 
be secured, but with those 
bulbs that take a longer time 
to flower a succession of bloom 
is more easily obtained by 
using early, medium and late 
varieties. With the tulips se- 
lect those varieties which are 
specially adapted for forcing. 
Drainage should be provided 
where soil is used, but it is not 
necessary with fibre, which 
substance makes ideal material 
where fancy bowls are used. 
After planting, with the ex- 
ception of the freesias, leave 
in the cool temperature and 
dark place until a good root 
growth has developed and the 
sprouts are up about an inch. 
One or two pots can be turned 
out in the hand to 
make sure that the root 
yrowth is spreading around in- 


side. When this stage has 
been reached, water more lib- 
erally and bring out into fair 


light at a temperature of about 
50 degrees. In a week or two 
remove to full sun and a temp- 
erature of 65 or 70 degrees. 
Unless the plants get this cold, 
dark start they will develop too 
auickh and small, sickly 
flowers are the result. Usually 
they come out of the cellar only 
au few weeks before blooming. 
After they are out in flower 
keep in a cool room around 65 
if possible, and they 
will last much longer.

WHEN TO PLOW 

The best time to plow. de- 
pends largely upon the kind of 
soil, the extent and kind of 
weeds, and the amount of 
time available at different sea- 
ons of the year. Field) Hus- 
bandmen of the Dominion De- 


partment of Agriculture offer 
the ollowing suggestions :- 
Sod land that is weedy 


should be plowed as early as 
possible in the summer, disked 
three times at intervals of one 
week to break up the sod, and 
the cultivator should be used 
thereafter when weeds such as 
couch grass are present, 

Thorough working at fre- 
quent intervals is necessary if 
weeds are to be eliminated, 

In the preparation of sod 
land for spring sown) grain 
crops the summer plowing and 
thorough working the land is 
particularly desirable. 

Fall plowing is always desir- 
able for spring sown crops in 
both light and heavy soils. 
Spring plowing is likely to de- 
lay seeding and adversely 
affect the yield, particularly 
grain crops. But it is particu- 
larly important that clay land 
being used for grain, corn, 
roots, or other spring sown 
crops be plowed in the summer 
or fall.

Good vision is priceless. 
There is nothing that could be 
offered to us that would tempt 
us in exchange for our eyes. 
Because we can see we take 


it for granted that we will al-| 


ways have good eyesight, and 
go ahead abusing our eyes ina 
most careless manner. Our eyes 
cannot be replaced; they have 
to last us throughout life. If 
we continue to abuse them 
they are almost sure to be 
worn out at an age when we 
still need them. 


Any person who has diffi-| 
culty in seeing, who has fre- | 
quent headaches, whose eyes 


become tired or who has spots 
dancing before the eyes should 
have their eyes exanined. 

The reason for having the 
eyes examined is to find out 
whether or not there is an ab- 
normal condition which re- 
quires treatment. Proper treat- 
ment will relieve the symp- 
toms, but, more important 
than relief of symptoms, is the 
it of further damage. 

Faulty vision is common.Vis- 
ion defects should be corrected 
by glasses prescribed after a 
thorough examination. 

We should always read and 
work in a good light. The light 
should be steady and should 
fall so that our bodies do not 
cast a shadow on what we are 
doing. 

The eyes should be protected 
from infection. Fingers must 
be kept away from the eyes as 
they are very apt to carry in- 
fection into them. Every _ per- 
son should have their own 
towel, this even among mem- 
bers of the same family. The 
roller towel and the common 
towel spread infection, and 
if such a towel is used in dry- 
ing the face there is a real 
danger of carrying infection 
from the towel into the eyes. 

If some foreign substance 
xets into the eye it should be 
removed by a trained person. 
The eye is too precious to take 
chances on it being injured by 
unskilled attention, to say 
nothing of the possibility of its 
being infected at the same 
time. 

The eyes are part of the 
body and it should therefore 
not be forgotten that they are 
affected by the general health 
of the other parts. Good health 
Which is secured through prop- 
er diet, rest, exercise, fresh air 
and elimination will be reflect- 
in all parts of the body.

SOIL FERTILITY 

The most important  prob- 
lem of the farmer today is the 
maintenance of the soil on his 
farm at a maximum of fertili- 
ty. Field husbandry experts of 
the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture find that the most 
ecftective and at the same 
time the most economical way 
to maintain fertility in the soil 
is through the practice of an 
adequate system of crop rota- 
tion. This involves no addition- 
al expense to the farmer in the 
majority of cases and not only 
improves the fertility of the 
soil, but also enables more 
economic use of labor the year 
round, extends the variety of 
farm production and assists in 
weed control. 

Farmers throughout Canada 
are urged to visit the nearest 
Dominion Experimental Farm 
or Station, where they will see 
crop rotation at work. They are 


also urged to communicate 
with the Department for the 
latest literature dealing with 


the practical and scientific as- 
pects of crop rotation, which is 
available to them without 
charge through the Publica- 
tions Branch of the Depart- 
ment at Ottawa. 


RUST RESEARCH 


Wheat growers throughout 
Canada, particularly in the 
prairie provinces, will be inter- 
ested in the report of the prog- 
ress of rust research by the 
Dominion Research Labora- 
tory at Winnipeg. Rust is one 
of the major problems of the 
wheat grower at the present 
time and the report indicates 
very substantial progress has 
been made in the development 
of rust resistant varieties of 
wheat. 

The field studies in epidemi- 
ology provides interesting ma- 


‘terial with respect to the na- 


ture and extent of recent rust 
epidemics and the methods of 
control and eradication which 
have been tested. 

A copy of the report may be 
obtained without charge by 
writing to the Publications 
Branch of the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa.

FILLING TH E CELLAR 
WITH WINTER FOODS— 
VENTILATION IS AN IM- 
PORTANT FACTOR IN 
KEEPING FRUITS AND 
VEGETABLES 


The storing of an adequate 
supply of fruits and vegetables 
throughout the winter provid- 
es no extraordinary problems. 
Experts of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture have 
sume useful suggestion in this 
connection, 

As a general rule either the 
old root cellar or house cellar is 
used. Adequate provision 
should be made for ventilation 
through the use of cold air in- 
takes and outlet flues, having 
valves by which to regulate the 
movement of air. In connec- 
tion with the intake flue care 
should be taken to prevent 
“feezing”’ air entering the cel- 
lar. Care should also be taken 


to exclude all light from the 
storage cellar. 
With fruits only the best 


grades should be placed in stor- 
age. The storage cellar should 
be such as will insure that the 
temperature will not fall below 
freezing point. Around 36F 
With relatively moist temper- 
ature is best and should keep 
the fruit in splendid shape 
throughout the winter. 

For most vegetables the bin 
with slated sides and bottom, 
providing ventilation to pre- 
vent heating, are desirable. 
These should be narrow and 
not too large in size. 

Celery keeps best 
planted with the roots on in 
sand on the cellar floor with 
the plants set closely in rows 
from six to eight inches apart. 

Cabbage may be treated in 
the same way as celery, but 
equally good is the slated tray 
method, tier above tier, with 
heads placed two deep on each 
tray. 

Onions require dry storage 
at a temperature around 34 to 
36F. 

Squash, vegetable marrow 
and pumpkins also require dry 
storage, but they keep best in 
a warmer temperature ranging 
around 65F,
